3. Applicant's amendment was received on 10/3/05, and has been entered and 
made of record. Currently, claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-10 and 12-20 are pending.

4. The corrected or substitute drawings were received on 10/3/05. The drawings 
are acceptable. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see pages 17-19, filed 10/3/05, with respect to Rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) and 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The Rejections have been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-10 and 12-20 are allowed. These claims will be renumbered 
as 1-17. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Along with other limitations in each of all independent claims, the claims define a 
network printer comprising a print set up reference means for employing a configuration 
file generated by configuration file generation means, to generate a menu indicating 
contents of a print setup in a document file, and for transmitting said menu via transfer 
means to a host computer, 

wherein, when said computer operates said menu, contents of said print setup 
are updated in accordance with the operation, and 

wherein said menu includes upper directories that are generated for individual 
entries in said print setup, and lower directories that are generated for individual setup 
values, one of which is included in each of said entries, and wherein said menu is 
formed by correlating visual display elements corresponding to said computer document 
file with said lower directories. These limitations/species are depicted in figs. 4 & 8 of 
the Drawings. 

The claims distinguish over the prior art in that the menu, which is generated and 
transmitted by the network, includes upper directories that are generated for individual 
entries in said print setup, and lower directories that are generated for individual setup 
values, one of which is included in each of said entries , and wherein said menu is 
formed by correlating visual display elements corresponding to said computer document 
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file with said lower directories. The claimed combination provides user to change the 
print setup by moving a job icon to a desired setup value directory (or lower directory) 
as described at specification page 15, lines 5-6. 

The most relevant prior art Enokida et al. (US 6,335,746 B1 ) teaches a print file 
management system for managing the print file in accordance with the type of each 
print file (fig. 4). However, Enokida does not teach the applicant's claimed combination 
of generating and transmitting the menu from the network printer and having both upper 
and lower directories.
